Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Prieto started the interview by having Mr. Castillo explain 
the substance of claim 1, mainly the matter of interest regarding the difference between the applicant's claimed 'control 
table' and Sanada's 'control table 1 . The main difference being that Sanada's table does not include a field to indicate 
security information, specifically whether connection to the port is access enabled or access disabled. Examiner Ailes 
talked at this point explaining how he understood claim 1 when performing examination and put in his point of view on 
the matter. Specifically, Examiner Ailes pointed out that both he and Examiner Prieto agree that even though Sanada 
does not explicitly disclose the claimed security feature, this security feature is suggested by Suzuki, the main idea of 
recording what the status of a port is. Suzuki discloses in figure 2 a table which identification information of the port 
(col, 1 of figure 2), identification of the device (col. 3 of figure 2), and implies an improvement over the prior art would 
be to indicate in an MIB (Management Information Base) the pteicaf state/logical state of each port in a network (see 
col. 7, lines 3-7). Mr. Castillo did not agree with the point that Examiner Ailes and Examiner Prieto were trying to make 
and both parties agreed to disagree. Mr. Castillo indicated that he would present this information to the applicant and 
at that point decide what step to take next. 
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
